It’s your choice to either cut the 
trace between 74LS157 (ZM31) pin 2 and 74LS273 (ZM30) pin 9, or lift 
pin 9 of the 74LS273 (ZM30) from the PC board by first removing the 
solder from the pad then lifting the pin out of the hole. Then add 5 
wire jumpers: 

1) From 74LS04 (ZM44) Pin 13 to 74LS272 (ZM30) Pin 9. 

2) From 74LS04 (ZM44) Pin 11 to 74LS157 {ZM31) Pin 3. 

3) From 74LS04 (ZM44) Pin 10 to 74LS20 (ZM43) Pins 9 and 10 

4) From 74LS04 (ZM44) Pin 12 to 74LS20 (ZM43) Pins 12 and 13. 

5) From 74LS20 (ZM44) Pin 8 to 74LS157 (ZM31) Pin 2.”

Is This Diskette Bad? 

...or Is Junior Acting Up? 

It’s a good habit to format a couple of 
diskettes using the DOS FORMAT commeuid 
now and then just to have on hand to 
make backup copies of data disks. You do 
make backups regularly, don’t you? But 
sometimes, when formatting, DOS will tell 
you that there are x number of bytes in 
bad sectors. Does this mean you should 
throw that diskette out or return it to the 
manufacturer? Not necessarily. 

Sometimes Junior just acts up. It could 
be there was a dust particle on the 
diskette. Or possibly a slight imperfection 
in the way the drive head moved as it was 
formatting. Or, as we often say, ’’Junior 
is acting up again.” We have found that 
if you put a diskette DOS has said has bad 
sectors back in the drive and try to 
format it a second time, the disk formats 
perfectly. 

The moral of the story is that, like 
most people. Junior should be given a 
second chance.

There are others listed, but 
only the Computer Center at the 
University of Georgia had more than 
500K in its entire operation, and 
(University of Georgia, Atlanta) had a 
total of seven computers with a roaring 
692KB of Random Access Memory and 
seven printers. Folks, we have PCjr 
users in our group who have more 
computing power than that on their 
desktops right now, and we all know 
that the Junior is ’’obsolete and 
underpowered” in today’s marketplace. 

’’While its amusing to note that the 
entire computing capacity of Delta 
Airlines in 1969 wouldn’t make a good 
video buffer for, say. Flight Simulator, I 
don t suppose we should make too much 
of it. . 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

Have any of you ever heard of the 
Computer-Tahulatlng-Recording Company? 
(See Page 7 to find out.) 
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When you get that new shareware 
disk you ordered through the mail, do you 
encounter problems getting it ”up and 
running?” One of the first things to do is 
boot Junior and after you get the A> on 
your screen, put in the new disk. Type in 
DIR/P and press <enter> and you will get 
the disk’s DIRectory to show on the 
screen. The /P that you typed will cause 
the directory to Pause when the screen 
fills and allows you time to read the 
directory before it goes scrolling off on 
its merry way. Another way to look at 
your directory is to type in DIR/W, The 
/W parameter will cause the directory to 
be displayed in four columns across your 
screen. 

Take a close look at this directory 
listing. You will see the names of the 
files that are on the disk along with their 
extensions. The file’s name can be up to 
eight letters long, but it cannot be any 
longer than eight. Generally, we speak of 
these file names in print as <filename>. 

Most of the file names on your new disk 
will also have what we call extensions 
with them along with a . (period) 
separating the name of the file from the 
extension: <filename,ext> 

It’s nice that the word filename has eight 
letters and that we can abbreviate 
extension with three letters, ext. 

Extensions can only have three letters; 
less or none, but no more than three. 

You have probably already noticed 
that some files work and others only 
produce the words ’’bad command or file 
name” when you type in their name. This 
is because of the extensions they have. 

Files that ’’work” generally have the 
extension of EXE (executable), COM 
(command) or BAT (batch). If you 
purchased a program called ’’GAME” it may 
have the following files on the disk: 
GAME.EXE, GAME.DAT, GAME.DOC, 

MENU.ASM, and README (or READ.ME). 

If you key in GAME and press <enter>, 
the file with the EXE extension will begin. 
Actually, it is the only file that can ’’run” 
as the others do not end with EXE, COM 
or BAT. But let’s see what these other 
files are. You don’t have to type in the 
extension, only the file name. If there 
were a file GAME.BAT, you need only type 
in GAME and press <enter>. 
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Continued on next page 
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Most file name extensions give a clue 
as to what they are. On our hypothetical 
GAME disk, the file GAME.DAT is a "data** 
file that may keep track of scores, 
player’s names or other ’’data.” The file 
GAME.DOC is a ’’document” file that may 
contain the documentation or instructions 
to play the game. The file MENU,ASM is 
the menu that you see on the screen when 
the GAME program runs. the extension 
ASM lets us know that this file is in 
’’assembly language.” The READ.ME, or 
README, file has no reed extension, but it 
does tell you that you should ’’read me!” 
We’ll tell you how to do this in a minute. 

Some programs contain all the data 
they need to run in one file, but most 
need to ’’call” on other files from time to 
time. That is the case in our GAME 
program; there is a separate MENU.ASM 
file that the main program, GAME,EXE, 
calls on from time to time whenever you 
go to the menu. The same with 
GAME.DAT. VThen you play, your scores 
are put here, or your name, or other data 
that the main program needs. Some game 
programs display different screens and 
these programs may have files such as 
SCRN.OOl, SCRN.002 or something similar. 

If you want to read the README, 
README, or files that end with DOC or 
TXT (text), you can do so in many 
different w^ays. You can use the TYPE 
command by keying in TYPE README and 
pressing <enter>. The text of the 
README file will go scrolling by so fast 
that even an Evelyn Wood graduate can’t 
read it. You can try the Fn ScrLk key 
combination, but this really takes some 
key boarding skills. If you have a printer 
attached to Junior, you can type in COPY 
README PRN and the README file will 
be printed. You may use this method to 
print any file that ends wdth TXT or DOC. 
Just make sure you have lots of paper; 
some files can be very, very long on 
Sharew^are disks! Some are over a hundred 
pages. One method I like is retrieving 
these files wdth my word processor. These 
files are nearly alw’^ays text files and can 
be retrieved with WRITING ASSISTANT, 

PFS VTRITE, MS WORD, PC-VTRITE, etc. 

The piping command, >, is a method 
used to direct a README, READ.ME or 
other text file to your printer. The 
format would be README >PRN and press 
<enter>. The piping command is useful to 
print a copy of the disk directory. Just 
type in DIR >PRN and press <enter>. A 
nice printout will be produced that you 
can put in the sleeve wdth your disk. 


Now, how about those files that end 
with the .BAS extension? These are 
pretty dominant wdth shareware games, and 
if your disk has GAME.BAS on it, it means 
that the file (or program) GAME is written 
in the computer language called BASIC. 
Junior really loves BASIC programs, but it 
also has this desire to use Cartridge 
BASIC. Even though Cassette BASIC is 
built into your PCjr in read-only memory, 
you can’t use your disk drive with it. The 
only storage device to use with it is a 
cassette tape recorder (so that’s what the 
C connector on the back of Junior is for). 
Cartridge BASIC is a ROM cartridge that 
plugs into one of the slots on the front of 
Junior’s CPU, just under the disk drive. 
This is the most preferred BASIC for 
Junior and it is highly recomended if you 
are going to use Junior for games. 

With the BASIC cartridge installed in 
Junior, you can insert your new shareware 
disk into drive A and type EASICA GAME 
and press <enter>. If you have the file 
GAME.BAS on the disk, it wdll load and 
run. Pretty simple. This method works 
for any file that ends wdth the extension 
.BAS. If you don’t have Cartridge BASIC, 
look for the article on GW BASIC in next 
month’s newsletter. 

Now, dig out those disks that you 
purchased only to find that they ’’wouldn’t 
work” and give them a second look. With 
these added skills you may find some new 
treasures in amoung them. Louie Levy

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Those of us who are overly attached to 
Junior may develop a distressing physical 
complaint. Not only Junior, but any 
computer, when used for long periods of 
time, may cause CARPAL TUNNEL 
SYNDROME. 

The symptoms of carpal tunnel syn¬ 
drome are pain and numbness in the hand, 
especieJly at night. The syndrome is 
caused by compression of the nerve going 
into the palm area of the hand. The 
carpal tunnel is a narrow channel through 
which runs the median nerve and some 
tendons. Forced flexion of the wrist or 
nerve compression locally may induce the 
characteristic symptoms. In some people 
there is progressive wasting of muscles in 
the hand and wrist. 

Conservative management consists of 
fitting a removable splint to hold the wrist 
in slight extension. Also, steroid medi¬ 
cations may be helpful. If these treat¬ 
ments fail to help, surgery is sometimes 
necessary. 

So, don’t let Junior get you down. If 
you think you use your computer so much 
that you may develop carpal tunnel syn¬ 
drome, something as simple as changing 
the height of your chair or computer table 
may help. Also, cutting down on time 
spent with the computer (Editor’s note: 

Say what?), or any other constantly 
repetitive wrist movement may keep you 
from developing this painful problem.
